Halifax’s deputy chief of 
police defended polygraph 
hiring questions yesterday. 

Potential police officers, 
the force’s civilian employ¬ 
ees and firefighters are 
asked everything from 
whether they’ve ever stolen 
anything to whether 
they’ve committed incest 
or had sex with animals. 

Mayor Peter Kelly called 
for a review into the poly¬ 
graph after finding out the 
would-be hires were asked 
intrusive questions about 
their sexual practices. 

Chris McNeil, deputy 
chief of Halifax Regional 
Police, said questions about 
illegal activity are standard 
and need to be asked. 

“Having sex with animals 
is a crime,” McNeil said. 

“We’re looking at, is 
there anything in some¬ 
one’s background that 
would be at odds with their 
role in a police service.” 

McNeil said polygraphs 
have been used extensively 
for the last two decades. He 
insisted police aren’t look¬ 
ing to hire perfect people. 
And while people may not 
like some of the difficult 
questions, it’s their job to 
ask difficult questions. 

An Edmonton police de¬ 
tective contacted by Metro 
Halifax says questions 
about bestiality or incest 
are common during poly¬ 
graph tests. 

“You won’t find many 
(police) recruiters or poly¬ 
graph examiners who don’t 
support asking those ques¬ 
tions,” said Edmonton Po¬ 
lice polygrapher Det. Colin 
Derlcsen. “We probe into al¬ 
most every criminal offense

Phone scammers claiming 
to be cops hit New Minas 


Two people in the New Mi¬ 
nas area have fallen victim 
to a phone scam that allows 
criminals — including some 
in an Illinois jail — to run up 
their long-distance bill. 

Here’s how it works: The 
scam victim gets a phone 
call from someone claim¬ 
ing to be a police officer 
from a local force. The 
phoney officer says the vic¬ 
tim may be related to 
someone who’s been hurt 
in a car crash, and to press 
*72 for more information. 

The catch? If you do it, 
you’ve just call forwarded 
your phone to the crimi¬ 
nals, who can make calls 
all around the world. The 


fix is, dial *73 to end the 
call forwarding. 

“It appears some of these 
calls are being made from a 
correctional facility in Illi¬ 
nois,” New Minas RCMP Sgt. 
Mike Holland said yesterday. 

Holland said police 
rarely phone to tell some¬ 
one a family member’s 
been hurt; they always try 
to go to the home of the 
victim’s family and deliver 
the news in person. Hospi¬ 
tals might call to get med¬ 
ical information, but no 
one will ask you to dial any 
extra numbers to get more 
information on a hurt 
loved one.

Nova Scotia’s dabble in pri¬ 
vate health care is 
working, the province 
says. But the opposition is¬ 
n’t buying it. 

Scotia Surgery, a private 
clinic in Dartmouth, is re¬ 
ducing wait times and sav¬ 
ing the province money, ac¬ 
cording to health officials. 

“Two-hundred-and-forty- 
six cases have been done 
there that otherwise would 
still be on the list,” said 
Abram Almeda, the Health 
Department’s acting execu¬ 
tive director of acute care. 

“We’re doing our own 
monthly evaluations and 
when you get almost 100 
per cent satisfaction rate 
from all of the patients 
that have had their surger¬ 
ies done there, I think 


you’d be sold as well.” 

Scotia Surgery is partway 
through a one-year pilot 
project. It charges Capital 
Health $500 per hour for 
its work. That adds up to 
about $1 million for the 
528 operations it plans to 
do for the year. 

Almeda said this is no 
more expensive than if 
they’d been done in the 
public sector, and the $500- 
per-hour rate is only a 
quarter of what some facili¬ 
ties in Western Canada 
charge. 

The facility also uses 
nurses who have retired or 
left the public centre, so as 
not to poach from hospi¬ 


tals. A full review will be 
done in December, but for 
now Almeda says he’ll rec¬ 
ommend extending the pi¬ 
lot project next year. 

But the NDP and Liberals 
raised concerns about 
bleeding staff to the private 
sector and rising costs. 

“With Scotia Surgery for 
example, the government 
hasn’t asked or they 
haven’t been telling us 
what profit margin would 
be acceptable,” said NDP 
health critic Dave Wilson.

Minister Stephen Harper 
said Flaherty’s remarks are 
consistent with the gov¬ 
ernment’s position. 

“I think we’re communi¬ 
cating fairly clearly and 
consistently on that, that 
we’re not slamming the 
door shut to proposals 


from the auto sector or 
other sectors,” the aide 
said. 

The government wants 
to lay out principles for 
bail-outs so that the gov¬ 
ernment is attacking fun¬ 
damental business prob¬ 
lems. 

Otherwise, bailouts can 
waste a lot of taxpayers’ 
money, the aide added.

Scientists say planet could cool in 10,000 years 


Obama to act quickly on climate change 


The planet could face a 
freeze worse than an Ice 
Age starting in as little as 
10,000 years, giving future 
societies a headache the 
opposite of coping with 
global warming, scientists 
said yesterday. 

The researchers, based in 
Britain and Canada, said 
that now-vilified green¬ 
house gases might help in 
future to avert a chill that 
could smother much of 
Canada and the United 
States, Europe and Russia 
in permanent ice. 

They said the study, 
based on records of tiny 
marine fossils and the 
earth’s shifting orbit, did 
not mean the world should 
stop fighting warming, 
stoked by human emis¬ 
sions of heat-trapping gas-

es from burning fossil fu¬ 
els. 

“We’re saying: ‘don’t 
push the panic button’,” 
said Thomas Crowley, an 
American scientist at Edin¬ 
burgh University who 
shared authorship of the 
study in the journal Nature 
with a colleague at Toronto 
University. 

“There’s no excuse for 
saying ‘we’ve got to keep 
pumping carbon dioxide 
(C02) into the atmos¬ 
phere”, he told Reuters by 
telephone, adding that the

cooling was projected to 
start in 10,000 to 100,000 
years. 

“Geologically it’s tomor¬ 
row,” he said.

f we wonder why so 
few Canadians voted 
in the last federal elec¬ 
tion — a record low 
turnout — the reason 
may be how disdainfully 
their government treats 
them. 

We need not agree with 
the government’s deci¬ 


sions, but we are entitled 
to know why and how it 
makes them. Isn’t that 
what democracy is about? 

Consider the mysterious 
decision to cancel the Por¬ 
trait Gallery of Canada, 
which was announced 
stealthily last week. The 
purpose of a national por¬ 
trait gallery — which seri¬ 
ous countries have — is to 
educate people, to display 
the past in pictures, to tell 
history through the im¬ 
ages of those who create a 
country. 

A year ago, the Conser¬ 
vatives announced they 
would invite bids from de¬ 


velopers in nine cities to 
host the gallery, which 
was proposed for Ottawa 
by the Liberals in 2001. It 
was embarrassing, a coun¬ 
try handing a public 
gallery to private develop¬ 
ers and possibly moving it 
out of the national capital, 
but that isn’t the point 
here. The point is the con¬ 
tempt it showed for Cana¬ 
dians. 

Last Friday, the govern¬ 
ment announced it would 
not accept any of the bids. 
None met its criteria. So it 
cancelled the gallery en¬ 
tirely. It refused to reveal 
the bids or how they were 


judged, saying only that a 
gallery is now too expen¬ 
sive. 

But what was most 
telling was the process 
here. James Moore, the 
new, highly regarded min¬ 
ister of Canadian Heritage, 
did not call a news confer¬ 
ence, which would have 
been honest. 

Instead, Moore’s office 
issued a three-paragraph 
statement after hours on 
Friday, when everyone had 
gone home. His spokes¬ 
woman, Deirdra McCrack¬ 
en, said it wasn’t ready 
earlier. 

Issuing late news releas¬ 


es is an old trick. The idea 
is to play down an unpop¬ 
ular decision, ensuring 
that few people see it and 
discuss it. 

Ask McCracken about 
this and her stonewalling 
has a Bambi-lilce inno¬ 
cence. Why, she even won¬ 
ders — this is true — did 
she receive “so few calls 
from reporters” to speak 
to Moore, who made him¬ 
self available to say the 
gallery would now cost 
$100 million rather than 
$44 million, without pro¬ 
viding any evidence what¬ 
soever. 

We can only guess that 


journalists were unaware 
of the opportunity to 
spend their Friday night 
chatting with McCracken, 
who surely could have de¬ 
layed the urgent state¬ 
ment until Monday, and 
had her minister deliver it. 

The reason for this little 
game? Limit debate. Avoid 
discussing a legitimate na¬ 
tional enterprise seven 
years in the making. Treat 
voters like children. 

Then wonder why so 
few vote.

From what I can see so 
far, my kids are no Sidney 
Crosby, no Wesley Chu, no 
Miley Cyrus (whew!), and 
no Lauren Bay Regula (for 
women’s fastball novices, 
she was the star pitcher on 
Canada’s 2008 Olympic 
softball team). And guess 
what? The more I learn 
about kids and healthy de¬ 
velopment, the more you 
and I should be OK with 
that. 

You see, our country, its 
families, and parents in 
particular need to be con¬ 


tent with the fact that mil¬ 
lions of our kids are sim¬ 
ply average, normal, and 
just plain plain.

Canada buys $50B 
more in mortgages 


The Canadian government 
will buy up $50 billion 
more in insured 
mortgages from banks as 
part of a series of steps an¬ 
nounced yesterday to im¬ 
prove the availability of 
long-term credit. 

The move came as U.S. 
Treasury Secretary Henry 
Paulson said he was back¬ 
ing away from buying trou¬ 
bled mortgage assets using 
a $700 billion bailout fund. 
Canadian officials said the 
key difference between the 
two approaches is that 
Canadian mortgages are 
not in distress. 

Other measures taken by 
Ottawa yesterday included 
making it cheaper to use 
government insurance to 
guarantee bank borrowing, 
and loosening regulations 
for banks to allow them 
more sources of funding. 


The Bank of Canada also 
set up a term loan facility 
to lend $8 billion to banks 
in four tranches, using 
their non-mortgage loans 
as collateral. 

The measures, an¬ 
nounced by Finance Minis¬ 
ter Jim Flaherty, were 
aimed not only at easing 
the credit crunch but at en¬ 
suring that domestic banks 
are able to compete on an 
equal basis with those in 
other countries. reuters 


Aid not needed 

Canadian banks should be 
able to get through the fi¬ 
nancial crisis without mas¬ 
sive government aid seen in 
other countries, TD Bank 
said, adding the feds are 
even making money on its 
mortgage buyback program. 


Tighter credit 
rules to come 

credit Just as the federal 
government is moving to 
help keep lending flowing 
at Canadian banks, many 
customers are getting hit 
with higher credit costs. 

Toronto-Dominion Bank 
toughened up key 
conditions of its credit- 
card agreements. The 
changes, effective Dec. 1, 
will drive up interest rates 
for most Visa customers 
who miss two consecutive 
minimum payments. Cus¬ 
tomers who take 30 days 
beyond the payment due 
date to make the 
minimum payment will 
pay interest at 24.75 per 
cent, a five per cent jump. 

As of May, Scotiabanlc’s 
“interest-free grace period 
for new purchases” was re¬ 
duced from 26 to 21 days. 
The bank has also 
increased fees that apply 
to its Visa cards.

“He put five Memorial

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Townhouses for sale illustrate the national housing numbers released this week, as real estate economists dramatically change their 
market forecasts given predictions about the economy. 


Realtor’s group slashes forecast, 
citing outlook on economy, jobs 


Given the turmoil in the 
global stock markets, real 
estate economists have 
been scrambling to revise 
forecasts made at a time 
when Lehman Brothers was 
still in business and big 
North American automak¬ 
ers weren’t on life support. 

What a difference a few 
months makes. 

In August, the Canadian 
Real Estate Association fore¬ 
cast a 2.6-per-cent increase 
in national housing prices 
for 2008 and another 2.1 
per cent next year. 

CREA has just released a 
new forecast, calling for a 
0.6-per-cent slide this year 
and a further 2.1-per-cent 


drop in 2009. “This is in line 
with the downward revi¬ 
sions of the Canadian eco¬ 
nomic and job growth fore¬ 
casts,” CREA chief econo¬ 
mist Gregoiy Klump said 
yesterday.

safety According to the 
Canadian Safety Council, 
every year about 400 Cana¬ 
dians lose their lives in an 
accidental household fire.

To prevent sparks from 
escaping and igniting vege¬ 
tation near your house, 
cap your chimney with a 1- 
2” sparlc-arrested mesh. 
Store firewood and other 
combustibles away from 
your home, and keep the 
lid on your trash can. 
Windblown sparks can ig¬ 
nite an untreated roof, so 
when buying or renovat¬ 
ing, make sure the roof is

Virgin Cherries Stuffed 
with Goat Cheese 

Darling recommends a 
brut sparkling wine with 
some lemon flavour for 
this recipe from her book. 
If you can find a small bot¬ 
tle of extra virgin olive oil 
infused with white truf¬ 
fles, it makes for a lovely 
drizzling oil for this easy 
and classy hors d’oeuvre. 
Makes 24. 

INGREDIENTS: 

• 24 large cheny tomatoes 

• 4 oz (125 g) fresh goat 
cheese (chevre) 

• Salt and pepper 

• 24 tiny fresh basil or 
oregano leaves 

• White truffle oil or extra 
virgin olive oil 

METHOD: 

Wash and dry tomatoes, 
cut a small slice off bottom 
of each tomato to sit flat 
(be careful not to break 
through tomato). Slice a 
thin portion from top of 
each tomato. Using a mel¬ 
on baler, scoop out the 
flesh, being careful not to 
break the skin. 

To make the filling, com¬ 
bine goat cheese, salt and 
pepper to taste until 
smooth. Fill each tomato 
with 1 tsp (5 mL) mixture. 
Garnish each with basil or 
oregano leaves. Drizzle 
each with a little olive oil. 
Cover and chill. 


Chicken and Mango in 
Crisp Wonton Cups 

Both the cups and the fill¬ 
ing can be made ahead. As¬ 
semble this Asian 
flavoured appetizer just 


before serving. Makes 32. 

INGREDIENTS: 

• 32 wonton wrappers (1- 
400 g package) 

• 1 lb (500 g) boneless, skin¬ 


less chicken breasts 

• 1 ripe mango, finely diced 

• 1/2 red pepper, finely 
diced 

• 2 green onions, finely 
diced 


• 1 tbsp (15 mL) minced 
fresh ginger 

• 1 clove garlic, minced 

• 1 tbsp (15 mL) each hoisin 
sauce and chili garlic sauce 

• 1 tsp (5 mL) soy sauce 

• Salt and pepper 

• Cilantro leaves 

METHOD: 

Preheat oven to 350°F 
(180°C). Push a wonton 
wrapper into each cup of a 
muffin pan and bake 5 to 7 
minutes or until golden 
and crisp. Remove cups to 
a wire rack to cool. 

Continue with remain¬ 
ing wrappers, cool then 
store in an airtight con¬ 
tainer for up to 2 days. 

Grill, bake or broil chick¬ 
en breasts until cooked. 
Cool then dice into small 
cubes. 

Combine chicken, man¬ 
go, red pepper, green 
onion, ginger and garlic. 
Stir in hoisin, chili garlic 
and soy sauces. 

Season to taste with salt 
and pepper. Filling can be 
made up to one day ahead, 
covered and refrigerated. 

To serve, warm filling in 
microwave briefly to room 
temperature and spoon in¬ 
to cups just before serving. 
Garnish with cilantro 
leaves.

Spicy Broccoli and 
Cauliflower 

INGREDIENTS: 

5 cloves garlic 

1 green chili pepper 

2 tbsp (25 mL) olive oil 

1 lb ( 500 g) broccoli florets 

1 lb ( 500 g) cauliflower florets 

2 oz ( 50 g) Emmenthal cheese 

2 oz( 50 g)Cheddar cheese 

3 tbsp (45 mL) dried bread 
crumbs 

2 tbsp (25 mL) capers 
1-2 tbsp (15-25 mL) pickled 
green peppercorns 
Salt and black pepper 

METHOD: 

1 . Preheat the broiler and put a 
pot of water on to boil. 

2 . Peel and thinly slice garlic. 
Seed and chop chili pepper. 

3 . Heat oil in a frying pan or 
large wok with a lid. Add garlic 
and chili pepper, stir in broc¬ 
coli and cauliflower florets, 
sprinkle with salt and pepper, 
and add 3/4 cup (150 mL) boil¬ 


ing water. Cover pan and cook 
vegetables over high heat for 
4-5 minutes, until they are 
tender. Stir or toss halfway 
through cooking. Drain well. 

4 . Meanwhile, grate Emmen¬ 
thal and Cheddar cheeses and 
mix them with bread crumbs. 

5 . Stir capers and peppercorns 
into vegetables. Transfer to a 
shallow flameproof dish, 
sprinkle cheese and bread 
crumb mixture over the top, 
and place under broiler until 
cheese melts and topping 
turns golden. Serve hot.
